18 Reported Dead, Millions Of Dollars In 
Property Damage As 'Quake Hits Japan 


By JOHN RODERICK 


TOKYO (AP)—A giant earth- 


quake dealt a shattering blow 
to the important^industrial-com- 
mercial city of Niigata in north 
Japan today, causing millions 
of dollars in property damage 
and * still-undetermined loss of 
life. 


The temblor—strongest in Ja- 


pan 
since 
the 
catastrophic 


quake of 1923 wiped out Tokyo 
and Yokohama—struck a vast 
area of the main Japanese is- 
land of Honshu at' 1:01 p.m.—• 
11:01 p.m. EST Monday. At 5:45 
p.m., the national police report- 
ed 18 persons dead, Z missing 
and 103 injured, many serious- 
ly. 
"A DEAD CITY" 


However, the casualty count 


was chiefly from northern Japa- 
nese cities and towns still in 
contact with Tokyo. Niigata, a 
dead city without gas, water, 
electricity or normal telegraph 
and telephtiM tommunicatio&i, 


had given only fragmentary re- 
ports of its stricken, state as 
night fell. 


A refining center for nearly 


all of Japan's domestic petrole- 
um, Niigata is on the Sea of 
Japan 160 miles northwest of 
Tokyo and is a chief port for 
trade with the Soviet Union. 


Minutes after Niigata was hit, 


fire enveloped three 30,000-ton 
and two 45,000 - ton petroleum 
storage tanks, sending flames 
and smoke high into the darken- 
ing sky. 
TIDAL WAVE 


At the same time, the sea 


kyel dropped 13 feet, followed 
by a tidal wave which flooded 
lowland areas, washed small 
boats onto the land and crip- 
pled waterfront pumps installed 
to keep the shore from siking 
into the Sea of Japan. 


The quake occurred in one of 


the most quake-prone regions of 
Japan. In 1948, Fukui, 180 miles 
southwest of Niiaga on tb« Ja- 


pan Sea coast, was laid in ruins 
and 3,895 persons were killed.

since 
the

quake of 1923 wiped out Tokyo 
and Yokoham a-struck a vast 
area of the main Japanese is­ 
land of Honshu at 1:<4 p.m.— 
11:01 p.m. EST Monday. At 5:45 
p.m., the national police report­ 
ed IS persons dead, 3 missing 
and 103 injured, many serious 
ly. 
"A DEAD CITY" 
However, the casualty count 
was chiefly from northern Japa­ 
nese cities and towns still in 
contact with Tokyo. Niigata, a 
dead city without gas, water, 
electricity or normal telegraph 
and telephone communications, 


had given only fragmentary re­ 
ports of its stricken state as 
night fell. 
A refining center for nearly 
all of Japan’s domestic petrole­ 
um, Niigata is on the Sea of 
Japan 160 miles 
northwest (rf 
Tokyo and is a chief port for 
trade with the Soviet Union. 
Minutes after Niigata was hit, 
fire enveloped three 30,009-ton 
and two 45,000 • ton petroleum 
storage tanks, sending flames 
and smoke high into the darken­ 
ing sky. 
TIDAL WAVE 
At the same time, the sea 
level dropped 13 feet, followed 
by a tidal wave which flooded 
lowland 
areas, 
washed

boats onto the land and crip 
pled waterfront pumps installed 
to keep the shore from silting 
into the Sea of Japan.

EXPECT LARGE 
PEACH CROP 


Peach production this year in 
Pennsylvania was estimated today 
by the Pennsylvania Crop Report­ 
ing Service at 3,000,000 bushels. 
This compares with a small crop 
last year of 2,000,000 bushels and 
a five-year (1958-6) average of 
2,720,000 bushels. 
Trees of all fruit species came 
through the winter in good shape. 
Bloom was profuse. Except for a 
few areas where weather was 
cool and damp during full bloom 
there was a fine set of fruit. 


Apple prospects look food, al­ 
though York, Red Delicious, Gold­ 
en Delicious and Stayman, four of 
the five major varieties in Penn­ 
sylvania, have a lighter set than 
most other varieties. 
The Pennsylvania sour cherry 
crop apparently will be quite 
large. 
Production of sweet cherries ie 
now estimated at 1,200 tons—the 
best crop since 1955.

The war in Viet Nom cannot 
be won “until we get morale in 
Viet Nam,” Eisenhower told an 
audience of more than 1,000 per­ 
sons. “We must inform these 
people. They must understand 
the advantage to get on our 
side. 
"UNITY OF VIEW” 
“When we get into any nation 
with turmoil and force (is) to 
be used from the outside, we 
must make certain of unity of 
view. There must be morale 
based on a clear understanding 
of fact.” 
The former president 
said 
many Vietnamese people do not 
know what freedom is. He said 
at times whole villages surren­ 
der at the sight of a few Com­ 
munists. He added that they 
have not had a d e a r under­ 
standing of precisely what they 
are fighting for since 1945 when 
the French mounted an attack 
on the Communists which final- 
fcr resulted in defeat.

WASHINGTON (A P)-W heat 
prices continue to decline as 
markets progress in adjusting 
to the government’s 1984 • crop 
price support averaging $1.30 a 
bushel—down 52 cents from the 
1963-crop level, the Agriculture 
Department reported today. 
Under a new program, wheat 
supports are reduced sharply, 
but growers who harvest within 
their 
government 
allotments 
willget supplementary income 
in the form of marketing certi­ 
ficates and land diversion pay­ 
ments. 
The departm ent said that with 
the return of favorable weather, 
harvesting of winter wheat re­ 
sumed over a wide area. It said 
offerings increased as farm ers 
sold freely. 
The Agriculture Department 
is urging that urban residents 
not overlook recreation possibil­ 
ities on the nation’s farms. 
“ An increasing number of far­ 
mers, under the guidance of the 
Department of Agriculture, are 
converting 
their 
farms 
from

ON HAPPY SIDE 
On the happy side of the ledg­ 
er, the report found the public 
was grateiul for the “incredible 
array of top-notch, free enter­ 
tainment available,” appreciat­ 
ed its cultural influence, and 
is not complaining so much 
these day* about the commer­ 
cials. 
On the critical side, it noted 
the medical, psychiatric and so- 
cial-illness themes in many dra­ 
matic programs — the report 
called the past year “the sick 
season” — and expressions of a 
desire for more shows with the 
good guys winning over the bad 
guys — also more physical vio­ 
lence, of all things. 
NOT AS STIMULATED 
The interviewers also found 
the audience was not as stimu­ 
lated as they once were with 
comedy shows and variety pro­ 
grams. McHugh and Hoffman, 
the Birmingham, Mich., televi- 
sion-radio consulting firm that 
commissioned the study, passed 
on the conclusion that this past 
season’s high ratings of comedy 
and variety shows were in reali­ 
ty a measure of “how few of 
this year’s television dramas 
have appealed to the broader 
American public.”

Since Scranton launched his 
drive for the nomination last 
Friday, however, he has gained 
little more than a score of votes 
—and only one of the delegates 
who lined up behind the gov­ 
ernor was for Coldwater earli­ 
er.

The senator's total meanwhile 
ballooned to Sit by Associated 
Press tally. He needs 655 for 
nomination and is favored to 
win all of the 56 votes to be 
designated in Texas and most if 
not all of the 14 to be assigned 
in Montana Friday and Satur­ 
day.

up the delegate selection process 
for

Convention opening July 13 in 
San Francisco.

"There's no sense in having 


two houses if they represent the 
same thing," he declared.

ruling does violence to at least 
a measure of the checks and 
balances we've adhered to in 
our legislative bodies since the 
foundation of this country."

Faubus, who charged that the 
court had intruded on what is 
"clearly a state matter" and 
said, "This ruling lends an aw- 
ful lot of credence to the views 
of those extremists who want 
to impeach Warren." 


Chief Justice Earl Warren 


wrote the majority opinions in 
all six cases Monday. 
DECISIIONS FINAL 


Many governors and legisla 


live leaders took the view that 
the court's decisions were final 
and definite and the sooner they 
were complied with the better. 


"I regard this decision as the 


law of the land and it is up to 
us to carry out reapportionment 
in accordance with the guide- 
lines set down by the Supreme 
Court." said Delaware's Gov. 
Elbert N. Carvel. 


Several other governors, in- 


cluding Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
of California, said legal confer- 
ences would be held to decide 
what their states had to do and 
when. 


In several states, court cases 


are pending whose outcome will 
determine what action must be 
taken and when.

NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP)— 
A barge knocked out two sec­ 
tions of the 
world’s longest 
bridge before dawn today and 
a Trailways bus plunged over 
the edge into Lake Pontchar- 
train. 
First reports from police said 
two injured persons had been 
rescued from the water, one 
body was recovered and at least 
five were missing. 
The accident occurred rough­ 
ly midway on the 24-mile cause­ 
way that stretches north from 
New Orleans across the brack­ 
ish waters of Lake Pontchar- 
train. 
A Coast

helicopter, 
equipped with floodlights, hov­ 
ered over the sqene and hoisted 
one of the injured aboard.

•was made possible by an in- 
crease in the antlerless herd 
across the state. 


The commission set Dec. 14-15 


as the statewide antlerless sea- 
son, but extended it to Dec. 19 
in Bucks, Chester, Delaware 
and Montgomery counties.

Goldwater, a free enterprise 


man, said they could go ge 
their own audience. Through all 
this, and before, Nixon had been 
performing. 


In the past two years Nixon 


said he was finished with public 
office and would not even let 
himself be drafted for the presi- 
dency, then said he would ac- 
cept the nomination. He tried to 
stir up opposition to Goldwater

Louis E. Corsi of Cleveland, 
public relations director for the 
union, said the strike was called

SWITCHED ON FRIDAY 
Then on June 12 he switched, 
announced his candidacy for the 
presidency, said he had said 
many times he was not inter­ 
ested in the vice presidency, 
and called Goldwater’s views a 
“weird parody” on Republican 
beliefs. He listed a number of 
differences between him and 
Goldwater. 
He went on to accuse Gold­

Yet since June 4, when Scran 
ton said he could be Goldwa 
tor’s running mate and saw no 
basic differences between them 
Goldwater has neither said nor 
done anything that he hadn’t 
said or done before June 4. 
Meanwhile, 
Goldwater, who 
has created an image of himself 
as 
a 
go-get-’em 
man 
“with 
rolled up sleeves,” Sunday re­ 
fused an invitation to debate the 
issues with Scranton and New 
York’s Gov. Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller. 
Goldwater, a free enterprise 
man, said they could go get 
their own audience. Through all 
this, and before, Nixon had been 
performing. 
In the past two years Nixon 
said he was finished with public 
office and would not even let 
himself be drafted for the pres! 
dency, then said he would ac 
cept the nomination. He tried to 
stir up opposition to Goldwater 
but said he wasn’t trying to stop 
the Arizonan, called Scranton 
“puppet,” said he wasn’t a pup 
pet, said Scranton had given 
“weak” and “vacillating" and 
“bad impression” on television 
but changed to say he looks 
strong and wound up by saying 
he wasn’t criticizing Scranton 
but was only trying to analyze 
his problems.

DANES COOL TO 
RED PREMIER 
IN COPENHAGEN

COPENHAGEN (AP) - Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev arrived in Co­ 
penhagen today at the start of 
a three-week visit to Scandina­ 
via and received a friendly but 
low-keyed reception from thin 
crowds of Danes. 
The lack • luster atmosphere 
was in striking contrast to the 
boisterous crowds which howled 
enthusiasm for Khrushchev on 
his recent visit to Egypt. 
The Soviet liner Bashkiria 
with Khrushchev and his party 
aboard slid smoothly into its 
pier.

TIGHT SECURITY

er’s five-day visit. 
Four thousand police, many of 
them imported from the prov­ 
inces, were on the alert in the 
city of one million people. 
A Danish frigate and a cor­ 
vette escorted the Bashkiria 
through Danish territorial wa­ 
ters. 
MILD APPLAUSE 
The crowd watching the ar­ 
rival, restricted to some 2,000, 
applauded mildly as Mrs. Khrush­ 
chev appeared on d e c k with 
her husband. 
The Soviet premier was also 
accompanied

daughters, Julia, Rada and El­ 
ena, and a party of Soviet offi­ 
cials including Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko. 
With the Danish government 
avowedly determined to avoid 
any discussion of its defense 
ties with the West, it appeared 
that trade would be the big item 
in talks during Khrushchev’S 
visit.

NIIGATA, Japan (AP)—Bat-

of modern times, Niigata was 
menaced today by fire

The rolling earthquake, Ja- 


pan'^ worst since 1923, spread 
destruction over 11 prefectures 
with a population of nearly 17 
million spread over 150 miles 
of Japan's northwest coast.

The national police reported 


24 dead, 10 missing and 282 in- 
jured, many seriously.

NOT STIRRED EARLY 


He said: "Both of us believe 


in a strong foreign policy , . ,, 
in the 
government's actions 


being strong on the local level, 
then on the state, and finally on 
the federal level. 


"There are comparatively lit- 


tle differences between various 
Republican leaders." 


He added he didn't know pre- 


cisely 
Goldwater's 
views on 


civil rights although why not is 
hard to explain. Goldwater has 
talked plenty about them. 


Up to this time Scranton had 


said he was not a presidential 
candidate, would be willing to 
be drafted, but wasn't stirred 
up enough about the issues al- 
though in almost the very next 
sentence he said he was stirred 
up about foreign problems and 
our "lack of leadership." 
SWITCHED ON FRIDAY 


Then on June 12 he switched, 


announced his candidacy for the 
presidency, said - he had said 
many times he was not inter- 
ested in the vice presidency, 
and called Goldwater's views a- 
"weird parody" on Republican 
beliefs. He listed a number of 
differences between him and 
Goldwater, 


He went on to accuse Gold- 


water — without mentioning his 
name — of spreading "havoc" 
and complained that a "small 
but vocal minority too often has 
made our party sound naive, ir- 
responsible, 
reactionary 
and 


heartless." 


But after this he was asked: 


if Goldwater got the nomina- 
tion, would he support him: He 
said he would do everything in 
his power, no matter who is 
nominated, "to see that we have 
a united party." 


Nowhere has he 
precisely 


spelled out where he disagrees 
with Goldwater except now he 
says one of the factors which in- 
duced him to become a candi- 
date was Goldwater's vote last 
week against ending the filibus- 
ter against the civil rights bill, 
a position Goldwater had long 
said he would take. 
DECLINES DEBATE OFFER 


Yet since June 4. when Scran- 


ton said he could be Goldwa- 
ter's running mate and saw no 
basic differences between them 
Goldwater has neither said nor 
done anything that he hadn't 
said or done before June 4. 


Meanwhile, 
Goldwater, who 


has created an image of himself 
as a go-get-'em man "with 
rolled up sleeves," Sunday re- 
fused an invitation to debate the 
issues with Scranton and New 
York's Gov. Nelson A. Rocke- 
feller. 


Goldwater, a free enterprise 


man, said they could go get 
their own audience. Through all 
this, and before, Nixon had been 
performing. 


In the past two years Nixon 


said he was finished with public 
office and would not even let 
himself be drafted for the presi- 
dency, then said he would ac- 
cept the nomination. He tried to 
stir up opposition to Goldwater 
but said he wasn't trying to stop 
the Arizonan, called Scranton a' 
"puppet," said he wasn't a pup- 
pet, said Scranton had given a 
"weak" and "vacillating" and 
"bad impression" on television 
but changed to say he looks 
strong and wound up by saying 
he wasn't criticizing Scranton 
but was only trying to analyze 
his problems.

COPENHAGEN (AP) — Pri- 


mier Khrushchev arrived in Co- 
penhagen today at the start of 
a three-week visit to Scandina- 
via and received a friendly but 
low-keyed reception from thte 
crowds of Danes.
